If such proves to be 
the case whoever is guilty should 
be put behind prison bars. And the 
least that can be sald of those in 
charge of the affair is that they 
were grossly incompetent. 

As an aftermath of the at- 
tempted entertainment, a storm of 
charges and counter charges have 
broken out on all sides. With an 
air of festivity rampant, and de- 
spite the very brave effort made by 
numbers of earnest, hard-working 
women, the affair, it is being said, 
in plain words, turned out to be a 
flaseo.
